report on the non-medical use 
of drugs is avery significant 
advance in thinking.” 

“It’s time we said about 
drug addicts what has been 
said about homosexuals—that 
@ person who has a habit 
which hurts himsef and no 
one clse should not be treated 
as a criminal, 

“Their habit hurts others 
because they are forced to 
steal. We make them get 
drugs from organized crime 
and prices are high so they 
have to start stealing. 

“They ultimately become 
criminals because society has 
made them criminals.” 

The Le Dain commission, 
headed by Gerald LeDain, 
dean of Osgoode Hall law 
school, rocommended that 
drug addicts should not be 
treated as criminals, never be 
jailed and that the’ maximum 
fine should be $100. 

“We say that drug addicts 
should be given an alternative 
to being treated as criminals, 
which means that it wouldn't 
be enough to take away the 
penalties if society doesn't 
have any rehabilitation pro- 
gram for them.” Dr. Lecker 
said, 

“It's a criminal offence in 
itself to stick.a child who uses 
drugs in jail—and it shouldn't 
happen.” 

He contended that adoles- 
cents ate not the only ones on 
drugs. 

“There is probably an equal 
number of housewives who 
use amphetamines daily. 

“They start taking them to 
lose weight but they know 
damn well that these amphe- 
tamines are pep pills. These 
pills cheer them up and make 
them high, ...” 

Dr. Leckef -said the best 
way parents can deal with 
what he termed a major mid- 
dieclass problem is to have 
an excellent relationship with 
their children.

OTTAWA (CP) — Drunken

capital area, the National Capi- 
tal Commission said Friday. 
The NCC, responsible for ad-

First Woman Prisoner 
Caused Stir in 1835 


OTTAWA (CP) — Susan T 
—of Hamilton, a tall woman 
of 20 with brown hair and 
light grey eyes, threw the au- 
thorities of the newly opened 


year for theft, was soon joined 
by two other female prisoners 
and the harried warden hired 
a matron who saw that they 
mended bedding and clothing. 

The presence of these 
women caused penitentiary 
inspectors to comment stiffly 
in their. report that Novem- 
ber: “It is to be observed that 
the sentencing of females to 
the penitentiary causes some 
inconvenience.” 

Prof, J. Alex Edmison of 
the University of Ottawa's 
criminology department, who 
told this story, said that since 
the penitentiary was.opentd 
there probably has.never been 
a greater understatement. 

In 189, acommission 
headed by George Brown of 
the old Toronto Globe made a 
damning report on the peni- 
tentiary, uncovering, many 
cases of “revolting inhuman- 
ity” and declaring the prac- 
tice of Mogging women “ut- 
terly indefensible.” 

The “women” in this case 
included a 14-year-old girl 
who was flogged five times in 
three months and a 12-year- 
old girl, lashed on six occa- 
sions. 

Beginning in 1910, when 
there . were HM, women at 


Roger. Ouimet, also of the 
Quebec Superior Court. 

It asked that arrangements 

for purchase of prison sery- 
ices for women be made be 
tween the federal government 
and the provinces so that a 
unified service could be prov- 
ided in each area. 
. Because of the disparity in 
provincial penal services, the 
Ouimet committee said that 
the federal government should 
buy services from larger 
provinces and provide re- 
gional services that could be 
bought by smaller provinces. 

It also suggested that the 


-federal government appoint-a 


woman olficer *toxa=poSition 
of senior responsibility and 
leadership in relation to 
correctional treatment of the 
woman offender in Canada.”* 

Although many persons con- 
cerned with problems facing 
women offenders endorse this 
approach, today, as in the 
past, women with sentences of 
two years or more are under 
the jurisdiction of the federal 
government and most are still 
sent to the Kingston Prison 
for Women, 

However. since 1966, a num- 
ber of women drug addicts 
have been sent to an institu- 
tion at Matsqui, B.C. 

Also, the federal govern- 
ment has an arrangement 
with Newfoundland dating 
from 189 when the province 
joined Confederation that per- 
mits use of provincial facili- 
ties for women convicted of 
crimes under the federal ju- 
risdiction.

a separate ward which now is 
the north wing of the men’s 
prison. 

It was used until Jan. 24. 
1934, when the women were 
transferred to the present 
women’s prison, which can 
accommodate about 150 pris- 
oners although today there 
are only 70. . 

Meanwhile, for almost a 
decade Angnes Macphail, who 
in 1921 had become Canada’s 
first woman member of Par- 
Mament, had deen fighting for 
penal reform. 

She urged the introduction 
of a productive work program 
in” penitentiaries, protested 
patronage in the hiring of 
prison officials and tried to 
drum home the need for a 
more constructive approach 
to the whole prison problem. 

Despite setbacks and ridi- 
mi to pave the way for 
appointment of a ie Ne ad 
mission to investigate the 
penal system of Canada. An- 
nounced in 1936, it was under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Jus- 
tice Joseph Archambault of 
the Quebec Superior Court. 

Two years later, only four 
years after the women's 
prison had been occupied, the 
Archambault commission rec- 
ommended that the practice 
of bringing women there from 
all parts of Canada be discon- 
tinued and that women offend- 
ers be cared for in their home 
provinces. 

A similar recommendation 
was made in 1969 by the Ca- 
nadian committee on correc- 
tions headed by Mr, Justice

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_ China Recognized 


The agreement between Canada and 
Communist China to ambassadors, 
after a good deal of domestic opposition and 
ridicule, not to mention ‘difficulties placed in 
its way by Peking, is an international deyelop- 
ment of prime significance. 

It means that while the United States con- 
tinues to withhold recognition, W 
and other western capitals ultimately may. fol- 
low Ottawa's lead in establishing formal céh- 
tacts with the most populous nation on earth. 

It means that through Canada, North 
American society may ultimately be seen by 


the Chinese in a better, less belligerent light, - 


and that this will lead to improved relations 
tween the two areas generally. At present 
China is largely a closed society which is taught 
to hate western “imperialism” led by the Uni- 
ted States. The propaganda begins early, with 
small children in China being given the full 
anti-imperialist treatment, including arms 
drill with bayonet practices against targets 
representing “imperialist aggressors.” 

The Canadian initiative to establish rela- 
tions with Communist China, notwithstand- 
ing the fact it has alienated the Nationalist 
Chinese in Taiwan, is a positive step. which 
should benefit botlt countries in a number of 
‘ways, as well as leading, as we have pointed 
out, to better relations between the North 

\ American and Asian continents. 

: Trade of course will benefit. As‘ to the 
possibility of the new link giving China an “in” 
to North American affairs, making it possible 
for its representatives to combine routine dip- © 
lomacy with espionage, this is a risk Ottawa 
must be prepared to accept — and contro! if 
necessary. Ottawa, at this troubled time in our 
history, will surely have this in mind. But 
overall, we believe the establishment of links 
with Peking should serve the cause of world 
peace,

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I real- 
ty don’t know whether or not 
I have diabetes. Is there such 
a thing as “borderline dia- 
betes"?

™me more nervous. Although 
no one has told me to take 
insulin, don't: you think it's 
silly for me to forego sweets 
when the diagnosis isn’t defin- 


>, ite? Where does one go to find

7 COMMENT: To use the word 
in a very broad sense, I've 
been especially allergic to any 
“borderline diagnosis. For 
example, “borderline angi- 
na,” “borderline anemia,” etc. 
Either there's enough evidence 
Present to make the diagnosis 
of diabetes, angina, anemia (or 
any other condition) or there 
tsn't. I can’t make the diag-- 
nosis — not knowing your fa- 
mily history, your age, your 
recent medical history, or the 
Seat results of yorr blood su- 
gar examinations. Ask your 
present doctor to refer you to 
an internist especially interest- 
ed in the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of diabetes. 
Knowing how concerned you 
-. are, I am sure your doctor will 
+} be glad to get another opinion. 
It's like taking a verdict to a 
higher court. The doctor will no 
doubt order a blood sugar tol- 
erance test. If the “curve” is 
still doubtful and your family 
history is free of diabetes, 
chances are he will say you 
do not haye this condition 
However, even with a nega- 
tive diagnosis, and a sugar 
curve that isn’t typical, he will 
suggest that you retum [or bi- 
yearly or yearly. checkups if 
there is a family history of 
diabetes. Just to doublecheck 
and make certain. 


Meanwhile, here's/a tip: If 
the new doctor says you are 
free from diabetes, better ac- 
cept. his diagnosis. Forget 
about having a “borderline 
case.” Otherwise you'll get 
dizzy ridding the medical 
merry-go-round, secing doc- 
tor after doctor.

The 13 former indvidual 
boards operating in the city

1969, the county ‘board em- 
ployed 28 people. This has 
since been increased, by the 
addition of two people in pur- 
chasing and two in accounting, 
to 32 people, Their: salaries for 
this year total $190,250. 

But, says the report, “for a 
meaningful comparison, the 
1968 figure must be updated 
to 1970 dollars, Allowing a 7*a 
per cent increase in salaries 
in each of the two years, the 
1968 figure of $131,696 “would 
become $152,193. The increase 
from that figure to the present 
total of $190,250 is 25 per 
cent.” 

“This is recognized as a sig- 
nificant increase. But we here- 
by submit that there has also 
been a significant increase in 
service during a time of ra- 


pid and extreme change in edu- 


cational administration,” the 
report concludes. 

Although the number of em- 
ployees in the business ad- 
ministration department of the 
board has increased, the num- 
ber of academic supervisory 
personne! has decreased, di- 
rector of education Eric Run- 
acres told the board. 

“With the new code of ac- 
counts established by the de- 
partment of education, all

Population A Problem 
Says Kiwanis Speaker 


Approximately 30,000. child- 
ren die per day in countries 
of the world from hunger. 
disease and neglect. 

That statistic olfered test- 
imony for the world’s popu- 
lation growth problems yester- 
day when Paul Ignatieff. ex- 
ecutive director of the Canad- 
jan Unicef Committee. ad 
dressed the weekly lunchcon 
meeting of the Belleville Ki- 
wanis Club. 

Mr. Ignatieff discussed the 
main problems of the United 
Nations of which UNICEF is 
a service ---war and peace, 
population, and development. 

“When we look at popule- 
tion graphs and statistics, we 
are thunderstruck because. 
between 1960 and the year 
2.000, the world's population 
will have doubled.” Mr. Igna- 
tieff predicted. E 

“It took millions of years 
for the earth's population to 
reachyts sia od level of three 
billion. SNow within the neat 
30 short years, it will have 
doubled. By’ 1975, there will 
be more children in the do- 
veloping countries of the world 
than the whole population of 
the developed couniries of the 
world such as Canada.” 

He spoke of a s+untion in 
developing countries m which 
parents did not have the 


knowledge to raise their child- 
ren properly. 

He added that Canadian 
children are lucky they are 
taught things while. deveclop- 
ing countries had no resoure- 
€3 and no opportunity for such 
advanced technology and a 
financial base such as Ca: 
nada has. 

“In Nepal 10 per cent of 
the people get primary school 
education. In Brazil, most 
children can’t get beyond 
grade three. 

“In a sense. poverty is 
self - generating.” Mr. Igna- 
tieff said, “And, unless the 
developing countries can close 
the gap between the ‘haves’ 
and the ‘have nots’, this pov- 
erty will still increase.” 

He explained the origin and 
work of UNICEF, explaining 
that it was created 24 years 
ago to protect and aid the ae- 
velopment of children. It was 
conceived as a crash pro- 
gram to help the 20 million 
children Icft homeless and 
“starving after World War U. 

It, was afterwards that 
UNICRF had a change in 
purpose and identity, instead 
of dealing with just emergen- 
cies, becoming a developmen- 
tal organization, 

And in this cause, UNICEF 
has been doing its job. In 
1969, it helped equip 263 tea- 


Board Seeks Approval 
For $791,208 School 


North Hastings will have a 
new senior elementary school 
some time next year if plans 
of the Hastings county board 
of education go smoothly. 

Trustees decided last night 


‘to seek approval of need for 


the school from the depart- 
ment of education, and set 
their sights on a May 1971 
starting date for construction. 

The board will seek approv- 
al for expenditure of $791,208 
for the 420 - pupil capacity 
school. However, the figure 
represents the maximum 
amount the department of ed- 
ucation-is willing to approve 
for, the building, not the ex- 
pected cost. The board's build- 
ing committee is hopeful that

A Hither 
Township resident renewed 
his attack on the, Prince Ed- 
ward County Board of Educa 
tion transportation system last 
night demanding “why can't 
this board treat all children 
the same.” 

Peter Van Haarlen first 
complained ta trustees last 
month when his children were 
not picked up by a school bus 
for the first time in 12 years. 
He demanded an explanation 
as to why the youngsters 
could no longer ride the bus 
the half - mile distance to 
Wellington Consolidated School 
and threatened to withdraw 
them from classes unless a 
satisfactory decision was 
reached, 

Mr. Van Haarlem = called 
the half - mile hike “‘danger- 
ous" because there is no side- 
walk and made it clear that 
he was protesting lack of 
safely, not the walk itself, 

Board members told him 
that the bus had been rerout- 
ed this fall bypassing his 
home. 

The Van Haarlem children 
were picked up in former 
years as “a neighborly act” 
of the bus drivers and not 
because of board policy. 

Harmon Montgomery, chair- 
man of the _ transportation 
committee, added that the bus 
system was basically for 
country students, not for town 
pupils. Mr. Van Haarlem sug: 
Rested that he would request 
a sidewalk from Hillier Town: 
ship council. 

A vtlae: Suggested that his 
chi perhaps could be 
bussed to school until the 
sidewalks could be built. 

Last night he retumed to a 
board of education mecting 


and 1 that township 
council has refused to con- 
a sidewalk. 


Mr. Van Haarlem said that 
Bloomfield pupils are bussed 
to Pinecrest School but Well: 
ington students walk to class: 
es. He asked “who pays for 
the children picked up in 


Bloomfield to ride?" 

Edward Rutter, chairman of 
the county board. told him 
the payment is equalized in 
the county, 

“T pay for children to be 
picked up in Bloomficld and 
then must drive my own child 
ren to school,” he declared. 

Mr. Van Haarlem was assur: 
ed that the school board is not 
exercising discrimin ai 1on 
against his children, 

“It's mainly a money wit 
ter in trying to finance it.” 
said trustee Hutton Marty 

He added that transporta- 
tion costs now are in cxcess 
of 10 per cent of the budget 
and commented “we don't 
feel the taxpayer can afford 
an increase.”

The Experts Say 


Parents Must Keep Unsafe Toys fof Kids 


OTTAWA (CP) — The re. 


Mrs. A. B. R. Lawrence, pres- 


ident of the Canadian Toy 
Testing Council, says. 

In an article written for Ca- 
nadian Consumer, a magazine 
published by the Consumers 
Association of Canada? she 


t says that almost any toy can 


be unsafe if it is misused or 
given to the wrong child. 
“Parents must anticipate 
the accidents that can occur, 
particularly in a family where 


_ there is a wide age span, and 


teach older children to keep 
many of their toys out of the 
reach of gatinger ones. 

“This is true not only of ob- 
viously dangerous toys such 
as chemistry sets and dart 
games but of many seemingly 
harmless toys. A marble, for 
instance. can mean hours of 
play to a nine-year-old boy 
and death to a baby. 

“In addition, an intelligent 
assessmem of the possible 
misuse of a toy in order. For 
‘example, a pull toy is an ex- 
cellent one for a toddler but 
should never accompany him 
into a play pen or crib where 
the cord could get caught 
around his neck and strangle 
“Mrs. Lawrence, wife of the 
Ontario minister of financial 
and commercial affairs and 
mother of four, says parents 
should also realizé the dan. 
gers inherent in some toys. 

“They should warm school- 
age children who are using 
electrical toys such as wood- 
burning sets not to operate 
such toys when their hands or 
clothing are wet. They should 
see that inflatable water toys 
are never used by non-swim- 


mers in water. beyond their 
depth.

OTTAWA (CP) — Postal 
workers have voted 8&9 per cent

Results of the national ratifi- 
cation vote, which began last 
week and ‘continued until Tues- 
day, appeared to come as a sur- 
prise to William Houle, pres- 
dent of the Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers.

PICTON (Staff) — A skilled 
fiddler, Charles Brownson 
yesterday celebrated 100 years 
of keeping in tune with life: 

This active senior citizen. 
who resides with his great 
niece, Mrs, Charles Fletcher, ~

birthday rooting for his fav- 
orite team in the final game 
of the world series.

Without it there is no break- 
down of fats so a growth-hor- 
mone deficiency is likely to 
Produce mild obesity.” 

The cause of lack of growth 
hormones is not known, but it 
can be due to chronic illness; 
severe emotional problems or 
an abnormal growth hormone. 


Or there could be a normal ™ 


hormone release, -but for 
some unknown reason the tar- 
get, the bone, doesn’t respond. 

Donna, like others in the 
tests, goes on six-month treat- 
ments, then off for six 
months. While on, she re. 
ceives hormone injections 
from her doctor three times a 
week. 

“These hormones are 
scarce and hard to come by 
because they are derived 
from human source,” said Dr, 
Crockford. 

However, studies on animal 
hormones are 
with the hope the active cen- 
tral core of non-human hor- 
mone might be extracted and 
found effective in man. There 
also are experiments to syn- 
thesize human hormones, 

“She may have grown a 
half-inch of that-amount (two 
inches) on her own, but the 
rest would be due to the treat- 
mment,”” Dr. Crockford said.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What 
is the usual treatment of high 
blood pressure? — Mrs. J.. 

Comment: I think of 
“usual” treatment of any dis- 
ease as “blanket” treatment. 
In other words, it is a dan- 
gerous concept to believe that 
whatever method'is good for 
one patient will work on 
another. 


All pneumonia patients do 
not receive identical treat- 


disease, kidney trouble — or, 
for that matter. any other 
disease. This includes hyper- 
tension. 

There are various grades 
and types and causes, Indi- 


vidual treatment is the answer * 


to good results. What is good 
for one may be bad for 


another. When you consider 
. that high blood pressure af- 
fects about 10 per cent of the 
population, you will realize 
that there is no one comfort- 
able “blanket” treatment that 
is effective for all. 

What is of first importance 
is to make the diagnosis, Some 
doctors say x is present when 
ithe pressure is 130 over 90. 
Others do not subscribe to 
active treatment of their pa- 
tients until it reaches 160 
over 100. 

I believe some measures 
to treat it as hypertension 
should be taken at the lower 
level. Even if it consists only 
of a low sodium diet, seda- 
tives, and weight . regulation 
— an early attack on the con- 
dition often prevents unneces- 
Sary complications. Once the

province is doing in concert with Ottawa. 

The descent toward anarchy in this 
country, fostered by what Prime Minister Tru- 
deau views as the rise of a “parallel power,” — 
must be stopped. The Government's move is 
timely; it is a measure also of the seriousness 
of the threat to this nation and its citizens. 





Drugs for Medication 

In a recent editorial we discussed some of 
the problems of hospitals in growing commun- 
ities such as our own, Including the need to 
attract more doctors to cope with the needs of 
an increasing population. As an extension of 
this, we would draw attention to the difficul- 
ties which can arise with regard to obtaining - 
drugs when the family doctor is not available 
to authorize a prescription. 

Occasionally, a person requiring # con- 
stant supply of drugs for medical reasons will 
find his supply has run out. If it is a weekend 
and he cannot contact his doctor he can be in 
trouble. It is argued, of course, that the indly- 
idual should make sure he is never without, 
should in fact see to renewing his prescription 
during the week, but this is all very well. Be- 
cause a person neglects to do this it is not good 
enough that he should be made to risk illness 
or injury for lack of drugs. i 

That the druggist’s hands are tied because — 
of the law is no help either. Where a person is 
known to require a , in fact obtains them 
regularly ,the druggist should be permitted to 
use his discretion in the matter. People on nec- 
essary medication should not be penalized for 
forgetfulness,

TORONTO (CP) — House- 
wives Register is- a kind of 
friendly think tank for house- 
bound mothers. 

National organizer Jean 
Wylie of suburban Toronto 
called it a “‘non-organization” 
that offers women a chance to 
hear and talk about topics 
other than children and laun- 
dry. t 

“Our prime purpose is intel- 
ligent convetsation, discussion 
started by; members,’ she 
said in_.an interview. “We 
want to draw the woman who 
has been at home with chil- 
dren out of herself, out of her 
home, out of her feeling of 
complete responsibility for 
her family, and encourage her 
to express herself, her own 
identity. ' 

“Housewives are so inun- 
dated by magazines, televi- 
sion, radio. There is all this 
stuff coming in and nothing 
going out. You might chat a 
few minutes in the library 
with someone, but who ever 
had an intelligent conversa- 
tion in the supermarket? 

“We need to identify with, 
other women in our own situa- 
tion, }earn to know the similar 
interests of other housewives. 
Especially if you're new in an 
area, by the time you sift 
through the neighbors, it’s dif- 
ficult to find people who share 
your interest in yoga or litera- 
ture or whatever.”

The groups mect in mem- 
bers’ homes. They may have 
discussions based on research 
done by members. or they 
may invite speakers. Mrs. 
Wylie said Toronto groups 
have heard talks on pollution, 
feminism, abortion, police 
work and service groups in 
the community. 


“We can provide a stepping - 


stone out of the home into the 
community and service work. 
A woman may say, ‘I'd like to 
do something, but don’t know 
what.’ She may hear a 
speaker from the Children’s 
Aid or a hospital, and before 
she knows it she’s going to be 
involved in her community. 
We want her to enlarge her 
horizons as much as she's 
willing tc do.”

Dear Dr. Stemcrotm: My 
ears ring. I also hear hissing 
and buzzing noises. Some- 
times I get dizzy. Naturally. 
R frightens me. 

T am only in my early 30s 
and otherwise am strong and 
healthy. The trouble began a 
few months ago after 1 had 
an attack ef flu. It's making 
me nervous because it’s witn 
me, on and off. all day. Kk 
mterferes with my gelling 10 
sleep at night. 

My doctor says there's 
really not much he con da 
for me. Wouldn't you think an 
examination by an car spec: 
jalist might help? — Mrs K. 

Comment: [I believe your 
doctor will refer you to a 
specialist. Most WY ous know 
that “tinnitus” can be stub- 
bom. Therefore we look for 
all the help we can get to 
overcome it. 

In some patients he'p comes 
quickly. We discover, for ex 
ample, that an mfecticn like 
the flu may affect the inner 
car and cause dizziness and 
an assortment of pecyjiar 
sounds. In some patients, cut- 
4 ting down on salt intake is 
sufficient to bring improve- 
ment. 

Some people with high blood 
pressure have been reheved 
of their tinnitus by prescrib- 
ing drugs to lower the pres- 
sure. On the other hand, [I 
recall quite a few patients 
whose tinnitus was Jue to 
sensilivity to certain medi- 
cines. Therefore your icc- 
tors will have to review your 
recent medicine intake.

The nation is appalled by this cowardly,

fe that because the terrorists had not 
acted earlier, as they had threatened to do, the. 
life of Mr. Laporte would be spared. But it was 
not to be; for the Government there can’ no 
longer be any reason for compromise in deal- 
ing with this threat to individuals and to the 
integrity of the nation, for Canadians no fur 
ther excuse for the apathy in which our society 
has languished for so long. 

Stil unknown are the whereabouts and 
fate of British trade commissioner James 
Cross, Safe conduct for his abductors is still 
being offered by the Government in return for 
his life, but beyond that — as we haye already 
stated — there can be no further compromise 
in the overall efforts of the authorities to cub 
the FLQ. 

whe hope now is that there will be a safe 
issue from these difficult times. As it is, the 
death of Mr. Laporte'is a tragic anti-climax to 
these early days of the crisis; but political 
_ assassination is no new phenomenon, history 
‘furnishes numerous examples and life in Can- 
adg, and in Quebec in particular, may become 
worse before it is better. One thinks of the 
campaign of terror leading up to the creation 
of the State of Israel in 1948; and similarfy in 
Algeria in more recent years. The same surg- 
ing nationalism is at work in Quebec, although 
it cannot be said that a majority of Quebecers 
are in favor of independence; the recent elec- 
tion and the return of the Liberal government 
proved that. Be that as it may the immediate 
outlook in Quebec is bleak and the threat to 
Canadian unity real. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
address to the nation (prior to the death of Mr. 
Leporte) was comprehensive in its summation 
of the events of this difficult time, compassion- 
ate in its concern for the victims of the FLQ 
and their families, resolute and intelligent in 
its approach to the problem. 

The prime minister has shown statesman- 
ship. Quite apart from the implications of the 
present drama, and of his speech, his own per- 
sonal image has been enhanced, and Canad- 
jans can appreciate still further why this man 
occupies the position and reputation he does 
today. . 

_ if there is any criticism of the authorities’ 
action, it is that they could have acted to curb 
the FLQ long before this tragic event. For sev- 
eral years now it has been known that terrorist 
groups have been training in remote areas like 
the Laurentians, and that arms have been 
stored there. Mr. Trudeau spoke in an inter- 
view of “hindsight;” clearly, what is ngeded, is 
more foresight.

The ‘psychiatrists spent five 
days studying this commun- 
ity, in the Mackenzie River 


delta north of the Arctic Cir- 
cle. Inuvik is a test tube for 
federal government experi- 
mentation in moulding a 
workable synthesis of the 
three major cultures of the 
north—Indian, Eskimo and 
white. The best of everything 
went into Inuvik—schools, 
homes, recreational facilities 
and planning. 

The synthesis, 16 years 
after the town was started, is 
cracked and wheezing. Gov- 
ernment is the biggest single 
employer in the town and 
also, unintentionally, the 
major social and cultural 
‘force. 

Along with government 
came a_ structured, u- 
cratic perspective on human 
relations that has*turned off 
the natives completely. They 
withdrew from the white 
mainstream into a ghetto on 
the edge of town the whites 
call “Happy Valley." : 

The psychiatrists, headed 
by Dr. J. D, Atcheson, noted 


“the ghetto trend and it ef-— 


fects. 

“Many. of the larger com- 
munities are divided along ar- 
tificial lines, creating ghettos 
of subsidized government em- 
ployees, ghettos of natives, 
ghettos of the privately em- 
ployed and even ghettos divid- 
ing government departments 
one from the other. 

“There are frequently bitter 
feelings expressed by one 
group towards the other. Dis- 


crimination is universal In the 
North. It is a_ destructive 
force and a major block to the 
forward movement of the 
economy and society.” 

Wally Firth, a young Indian 
field worker with the Indian- 
Eskimo Association of Canada 
in Inuvik, is also fascinated 
by the government ghettos. 

“I first encountered it in 
Fort Smith, when I was a 
game warden stationed there 
a few years ago,” he_said. 
“All the topechelon govern- 
ment people lived on the same 
street. 


“The Clerks I all lived in 
the same block of garden 
apartments. The. Clerks IL’ 
lived in another, the middle- 
echelon > civil servants had 
their own ghetto too. Of 
course, so did the native popu- 
lation.” 

The reasons for the Happy 
Valley ghetto here are more 
economic than racial. The 
poor people live in Happy Val- 
ley — and the poor people 
are Indians, Eskimos and 
Metis. A poor white man can't 
Survive in the North. 

As a general rule, the white 
population of Inuvik is toler- 
ant, patient and often sympa- 
thetic with ‘the natives. But 
the problems among the Indi- 
ans and Eskimos are becom- 
ing so great, so magnified 
under the glare of the boom- 
ing northern esc “my. that 
food intentions no longer 
bridge the gap.

PICTON (Staff) New 
welfare arrivals im Prince 
Edward County remain a 
point of concern among county 
councillors alarmed by rising 
welfare costs. “Where are 
they coming from?" demand- 
ed South Marysburg reeve 
Allan Ralley when he learned 
last night that seven out of 
12 new cases reported this 
month were “outsiders.”

A friend of mine who has

Hence the paradox of the Govern- 
ment’s re-introduction of the War Measures 
Act..Because of this measure we are less free 
than we'were, but only so long as it is neces- 
sary to ensure the integrity of the nation. ’ 


Compare this with Cuba where many have 
been jailed for opposition to the Castro regime 
during the 11 years since it came to power. Yet 
Radio Havana, which one can pick up on short 


‘wave, signed off recently with the words: “Free ’ 


Territory of Atmerica.’- 

If Cuba is so free, why is it harboring 
Quebec separatists and other ‘anarchists bent 
om spreading the revolutionary gospel beyond 
its. shores, and on introducing Communist 
regimes which like its own denies individual 
freedom? 


>It is not the kind of freedom that the 
majority of Canadians, certainly all law-abid- 
‘ing Canadians, still enjoy despite the introduc- 
tion of the War Measures Act.

Quarry came on the picture 
first and the Garden crowd 
booed lustily. There were only 
a few cheers for the blonde 
Californian. Then came Ali, 
also known as Cassius Clay. . 

The crowd roared Joud and 
long, drowning out the an- 
nouncer, It was the same way 
throughout the figh 

When referce Perez 
tried to give the fighters the 
predight instructions, the 
camera panned on Ali. When 
he stared at Quarry and then 
started talking to him,. most 
of the fans laughed and then 
roared.

As Ali came out. dancing 
and stabbing with his snap- 
ping left-hand jabs, just as he 
used to do in the old Garden, 
the fans roared again.

Followers of Quarry were 
well aware that he is often cut

‘ Veteran promoter George 
Parnassus, who watched then 
fight on closed-circuit televi- 
sion along with 14.000 others 
at the Forum in suburban In- 
giewvod, said in disgust: “It 
was a disgrace.” . 

“In my 530 years in boxing, I 
never seen a referee in an 
important fight such as this 
take the sole responsibility of 
stopping a fight without con- 
ferring with the ring doctor.” 

Robert Voit, a member: of 
the California Athletic Com- 
mission, also at the Forum, 
said: “I've seen Quarry cut 
up twice as bad and nobody 
stopped the fight. I just 
couldn't believe it.”* 

The crowd, however, plainly 
favored Ali. The cheers on his 
introduction were much 
greater than that accorded 
California's Quarry. 

Ali does not appear to have 
lost any of his magic in To-

“I'm one of the only voices of 
opposition.” Mr. Ryan said in 
an interview, “and if they could 
destroy me. it would be per- 
fect." 


Mr. Ryan said he believes he 
is being attacked as a result of 
his newspaper's opposition to

But he said he thinks the at- 
tempt by the two governments 
to destroy him has failed.
